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Reports to Members 

President 

At the last Annual Meeting we reported that the Auckland 
Provincial War Memorial Committee had chosen as the memorial 
to those who died in the Second World War the extension of the 
War Memorial Museum building to enshrine the new Roll of 
Honour, and commemorations of the valour and sacrifice of those 
who served. The Memorial Committee, on which the Council of 
the Institute and Museum is represented, has been active in fur¬ 
thering the decision, and an appeal for the required funds has been 
launched. Generous donation- have already been made and your 
Council is confident that members of the Institute will give liberally 
and will assist the Memorial Committee's efforts in every possible 
way. 

The year which has passed has been full of activity by the 
Council and staff of the Museum, and of growing interest in its 
functions on the part of the public. We record with thanks gener¬ 
ous donations to funds, and gifts of valuable exhibits, among which 
may be specially mentioned: A bequest of £1,000 by Mr. E. P. 
Mitchelson; a cinema-sound projector, the gift of Sir Frank 
Mappin; a grant of £450 authorised by the Minister of Education, 
the Hon. T. H. McCombs, for constructing a lecture and projection 
room for visiting school classes; and a donation of £50 from the 
Auckland Electric-power Board. The Maori collections have l>een 
enriched by notable acquisitions obtained through the Edward 
Earle Vaile. the Lady Leys, and the Sir James Gunson Funds; we 
have pleasure in acknowledging the gift bv Mr. Vaile of a hand¬ 
some book plate for the library books secured through his endow¬ 
ment. 

The resignation from the Council of Sir Cecil Levs, a member 
since 1925 and President in 1934, is recorded. Sir Cecil continues 
as a member of the Trust Board, on which he has served for seven¬ 
teen years. Cordial thanks are tendered to him for his valuable 
service and his generous gifts. Mr. Alfred X. Cooper has accepted 
the Council’s invitation to succeed Sir Cecil Leys, and Mr. T. R. 
Holdsworth was elected by members of the Contributing Local 
Bodies in the place of Mr. Trayes. 
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The Council has held six meetings during the year; the Febru¬ 
ary meeting was omitted on account of the Science Congress. At 
the close of the December meeting the Council was joined by a 
number of friends of Mr. E. Earle Vaile at a gathering to unveil 
a bronze portrait bust of Mr. Vaile, set up to commemorate his 
munificent gifts to the Museum and his many years of notable 
service to the Institution. 

During the year 64 new members have been enrolled, but we 
have lost from various causes 29 members. Our membership is 
now 830, of whom 232 are life members. 

By the death of Mr. A. G. Lunn we have lost a widely-known 
and respected member of many years’ standing and one who was 
keenly interested in every aspect of the work of the Institute and 
Museum. The Institute is deeply indebted to him for long service 
on the Council, as President in 1931-33, and as a member of the 
Trust Board. 

We also express our deep regret at the death of Captain 
George A. Hr.mphreys-Davies, Honorary Life Member and Hon¬ 
orary Curator of the Oriental Collections, the greater part of which 
were his own generous gift to the Museum. Captain Humphreys- 
Davies delighted to share his pleasure in the fine pieces of the col¬ 
lection, and visitors will remember his attendances on Sunday 
afternoons to show them and to explain their qualities to those 
who were interested. 

Other members whose death we have regretfully recorded are 
Mr. A. E. Trayes, representative on the Council of the Contributing 
Local Bodies, Miss Eleanor Brown. Professor J. C. Sperrin- 
Johnson, and Messrs. A. J. Hutchinson, O.B.E., G.C. Creagh, E. 
H. Binney, E. X. Ormiston. T. A. Low. C. G. Macindoe, D. D. 
Scott, W. P. Winstone, D. L. Clayton, P. B. Fitzherbert, and R. 
Ward. 

At the hut Annual Meeting the members elected Mr. J. C. 
Entrican to honorary life membership in recognition of his many 
years of service and his generous gifts. The Council cordially con¬ 
gratulates Dr. G. H. Cunningham. F.R.S.X.Z., on the award to 
him of the Hector Medal for his distinguished botanical investiga¬ 
tions. 

The revenue of the Institute and Museum shows a slight 
increase, chiefly from members' Mibscriptions and from interest on 
the Auckland Savings Bank’s centennial gift of £5,000 made last 
year. Expenditure has been kept within revenue only by pruning 
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certain items to meet inevitable increases elsewhere. The excess of 
receipts from sales over the printing and production costs of hand¬ 
books has been placed to a reserve fund to meet the cost of new 
handbooks and educational leaflets to be printed during the coming 
year. 

Further revenue can come only from increased endowment 
income and a larger membership; and members are requested to 
assist by obtaining the agreement of their friends to join the 
Institute. 

The Council has continued its active support of the effort being 
made to secure the absolute preservation of the Waipoua Kauri 
Forest. It welcomes the appearance of Mr. W. I\. McGregor's 
book, "The Waipoua Kauri Forest of Northern New Zealand." 
which members are urged to read and recommend to their friends. 
Mr. McGregor and Dr. Archey attended meetings of the Lands 
Committee of the House of Representatives to give evidence in 
support of the 50,000-signature petition to the House for the 
preservation of Waipoua Forest as a National Park. 

The Council is sure that members will strongly endorse the 
action taken by the Rangitoto Island Domain Board to eliminate 
from the island the intruding exotic pines, said to number nearly 
1,000 trees with numerous seedlings. It is to be hoped that means 
will also be found to eliminate the introduced deer, wallaby and 
opossum. 

The Council joined with other organizations in securing the 
purchase of Le Roy’s Bush at Birkenhead: it has been invited to 
make a nomination for membership of the Board of Control. 

The Seventh Pacific Science Congress, held in February, was 
a momentous event in the history of science in New Zealand. The 
Institute shared with the Auckland University College the privilege 
nf acting as host institution in Auckland; and the Auckland Com¬ 
mittee. under the chairmanship of Dr. Archey. who was also 
Secretary-General of the Congress, included the Mayor, the Town 
Clerk, and the Presidents and members of both institutions. 

An "At Home" given by the Mayor, a Garden Party given by 
Sir Frank and Lady Mappin, and a joint Institute and University 
College Reception in the War Memorial Museum, constituted the 
formal entertainment: members of both institutions contributed 
liberally to a fund for excursions, transportation and other hospi¬ 
tality. 
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An attractive handbook, ‘'Auckland," was sponsored by the 
City Council, the Harbour Board, the Transport Board and the 
Electric-power Board, and many local organizations and citizens 
gave ready assistance. 

Members of the Institute and the University derived much 
benefit from the Congress, both in its scientific meetings and in 
the opportunities for friendly association with their overseas col¬ 
leagues. 

The Congress was attended by over 200 delegates from over¬ 
seas and by over 500 from New Zealand. Many of the visiting 
scientists visited the Museum several times during their stay in the 
city, and spoke highly of the building, the exhibits and the efficiency 
of the staff, and were most appreciative of the arrangements made 
for the Congress and for entertainment and accommodation for the 
delegates.

The endowment capital of the Institute and Museum has 
increased by £2,075 during the year, the chief items being the late 
Mr. Mitchelson’s bequest of £1.000; Mr. A. V. Hanson's estate 
part realization £789, and life members' subscriptions £178. The 
total investments, £48,116. include £43,488 of endowments and 
£4,628 of reserves, the balance of the reserve accounts being in 
cash. The Life Members’ Subscription capital account is now 
£3,768. 

One mortgage. £2.000. was repaid and reinvested in New 
Zealand Government inscribed stock. The remaining mortgages 
are being reduced annually and the security margin correspondingly 
improved.

Director 

Members had the opportunity of attending seven Monday 
evening addresses during the year, comprising a most interesting 
series for which we cordially thank the contributors. 

The cinema film "Atomic Physics" was borrowed from the 
National Film Library; it was divided fur two screenings, each 
being preceded by an introductory address, one by Professor Bur- 
bidge and the other by Professor Brown. 
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A lecture by Sir Hen Lockspeiser, Director-General of Scien¬ 
tific Research in the Ministry of Supply, was arranged in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Auckland Branch of the Institution of Engineers.

Mr. Powell’s lecture was given on the occasion of the presen¬ 
tation to him of the Hector Medal awarded by the Royal Society 
of New Zealand for his distinguished researches in zoology. The 
presentation was made by the President of the Royal Society, Dr. 
R. A. Falla. On this occasion the Loder Cup was presented to 
Mr. X. R. W. Thomas by Mr. G. J. Joseph, Chairman of the Auck¬ 
land Council of the Royal New Zealand Institute of Horticulture. 

Three Ordinary Meetings were held, papers being read by: 
Miss Myra Carter. Miss V'. Dellow, Miss A. Lush, Mr. W. 
Andrew, Mr. V. J. Cook. Mr. M. H. Battey, and Mr. S. M. Hovell. 

This year’s Sunday afternoon lecture series compri-ed eight 
addresses given by Auckland scientists, including members of the 
Museum staff. Good attendances again testified to the appreciation 
the public have of these lectures. Contributors to the series were:

The Auckland Astronomical Society has had a considerable 
increase in members, the number now being seventy-eight. Eight 
meetings were held, with an average attendance of thirty-eight, the 
subjects including Sundials, Galaxys, Aurorae and Earthquakes, 
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tlie last being given by Dr. K. A. Hodgson. Assistant Dominion 
Astronomer of Canada, a visitor for the Pacific Science Congress. 
A junior section held ten meetings and three field nights at the 
telescope of Mr. B. I). Smith. 

The President for 1949 is Mr. K. 1). Thompson. F.K.A.S., and 
the Hon. Secretary Mr. J. L. Stichbury. Ostrich Road. Patumahoe. 

The Anthropology Section has also increased its membership 
during the year, from 53 to 84; it had an average attendance of 51 
at eight lectures. The Section has been fortunate in having had 
lectures from Professor Raymond Firth, Dr. Herbert Money and 
Mr. H. E. Maude during their recent visits to New Zealand. 

Dr. G. Blake Palmer will continue as Chairman during 1949 
and Miss J. Metge as Honorary Secretary. 

Notwithstanding the time given to Science Congress prepara¬ 
tions, the members of the staff have been able to continue their 
field investigations and their studies on the rapidly extending dis¬ 
play and research collections. The work undertaken is described 
in the individual staff reports, but special mention should be made 
of the completion of the first stage of investigations into the 
changes in flora and fauna that will inevitably follow from the 
extermination of goats on the Three Kings Islands. A double 
number of the “Records” was published, and the reports, listed 
below, include a record of the present conditions on the island and 
details of special marked areas intended to provide bases of com¬ 
parison against which the future floristic and faunal changes can 
be measured. 

The first steps in another ecological development study have 
been taken by Mr. Cooper by recording the plants surrounding 
Ngauruhoe’s new lava flow, the issue of which was by the way first 
reported by Mr. Battey. The stages of occupation of this new 
rock surface should provide interesting studies.

A Note on the Occurrence of the Genus Hoplodactylns in New Zealand.— 
N. G. Stephenson, Auckland University College. 

!t is of the utmost importance that the reserve and study col¬ 
lections in a museum, no less than those on display, should be 
maintained in good condition, systematic order and ready accessi¬ 
bility. The rapid growth of collections is now pressing hard upon 
available accommodation, and members of the staff are having to 
spend valuable time in contriving rearrangements to utilise the 
limited accommodation to the best advantage. Such storage and 
study space does not claim public attention, hut is nevertheless 
essential if the staff are to give to the public the service it is con¬ 
stantly claiming of prompt identification of specimens and answers 
to enquiries. 

Cramped conditions will, however, remain for some years, 
because the provision of extra study space bv building mezzanine 
floors, successfully contrived elsewhere, can hardly he introduced 
into areas that will he structually rearranged in the completed 
Memorial Museum building. We wish to avoid taking present 
display space for reserve collections, particularly as two bays of 
the Maori Court have already been given up for conversion into 
an adequate-sized projection room for visiting school classes to 
replace the existing unhygienically limited accommodation. 

Miss Jean Kidson resigned from the position of Bookkeeper 
and Typist in March on her marriage. Her willing, efficient ser- 
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vice and her pleasant readiness to help were much appreciated by 
all members of the staff., who offer her their best wishes for the 
future. 

Three members of the Attendant staff have also left: Mr. 
H. G. Hollamby had been with the Museum nine years. Mr. S. M. 
Betteridge since 1940. and Mr. W. J. Dunlevcy since 1946. All 
have given loyal and courteous service to the Museum. The War 
Memorial Museum has been fortunate in having as attendants those, 
whose long and honourable military service has set a standard and 
a tradition for the duties the attendants perform and the good 
relations maintained with the public.

Assistant Director 

Extra duties connected with the Seventh Pacific Science 
Congress have restricted somewhat the normal routine of the 
Concliology and Marine Natural History Department'. As organ¬ 
ising chairman for the Division of Oceanography, a large amount 
of preparation was necessary; in addition, an article on Marine 
Natural History was written for the Local Handbook; which was 
designed, edited and supervised through the press. Other duties 
entailed the preparation of guide sheets for local and inter,sessional 
tours and the conducting of one of the latter between. Auckland 
and Wellington. 

The Oceanography Division had very successful sessions, the 
programme being most instructive and stimulating. Of especial 
value were the many contacts made with overseas specialists. 

Other publications supervised during the year were Records 
of the Auckland Institute and Museum. Vol. 3, Nos. 4 and 5; a 
special Three Kings Islands number of 155 pages: and the third 
edition of Native Animals of New Zealand. Over 9.300 copies of 
the latter have been sold to date. 

Field trips included a short visit to Great Island, Three Kings 
group, through the generosity of Mr. A. J. Black, of Dunedin, who 
provided transport in his motor vessel, the "Alert." and two visits 
ro the extreme northern coast through the courtesy of Messrs. A. 
Hancox, of Kaikohe, and R. A. Prouse, of Levin, both of whom 
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provided motor transport. These trips were largely concerned with 
research into native land snails, and the discovery of ten new 
species has resolved from these trips. 

Eighteen outside lectures were delivered, including seven as 
part of an Adult Education course in the W.E.A. Biological series. 

A paper. "Certain Bi-polar Elements in Marine Mollusca,” 
was given at the Auckland meeting of the Seventh Pacific Science 
Congress and another, “Land Mollusca of the Three Kings 
Islands," was published in the "Museum Records.” 

A manuscript comprising over 300 pages and representing 
twelve years’ work is now completed. Dealing with the Antarctic 
and Subantarctic Molluscan collections of the R.R.S. Discovery II, 
it has been completed for publication in the Discovery Reports, 
Cambridge University Press. 

Work on another Antarctic-Subantarctic project, concerned 
with the "Cape Expedition" material, is nearing completion. 

The Museum Conchology Club completed its eighteenth year 
in March with an active membership of 63. Twelve well-attended 
evening meetings and several field days were held. 

An outstanding accession during the year was the 4841b marlin 
caught by Mr. E. Y. W. Anderson, of Hastings, which is Makaira 
hcrschcli, or a New Zealand regional variant of this South African 
species. A cast has been prepared for exhibition. 

The reference collections of mollusca have been made more 
accessible, the result of further labelling and classification of 
recently accjuired material. Also, the considerable collection of 
departmental photographic negatives and lantern slides has been 
indexed and arranged. 

Enquiries continue to increase, those relating to fish being 
particularly numerous. One enquiry involved the naming of over 
five hundred species of Solomon Islands marine mollusca, and 
another of a series of Malayan land snails.

Of 886 accessions received during the year, the following are 
of special interest: Two greenstone hci tiki, a river canoe prow, 
pcrtu onerm and Maori feather cloaks, representing a portion only 
of the material acquired from the Edward Earle Vaile Trust Fund: 
a tooth necklace from Ocean Island, the gift of Sir Albert Ellis; a 
collection of Melanesian specimens from Mrs. W. H. Cocker; a 
small Maori collection from the late Mr. Andrew Bell including an 
eel-killer; a collection of Micro.nesian specimens from Miss Cozens, 
and some African specimens mainly from Nyassaland, presented 
by Mrs. W. C. Maxwell. 

Seven lectures were delivered during the year, in addition to 
contributing portion of a course on the "Ethnology of the Pacific" 
under the auspices of the Adult Education Centre. Members of 
this group visited the Museum on two occasions to study the Pacific 
collections. Discussions in which an active part was taken included 
one at the 1ZB Citizens’ Forum on "Immigration" and one con¬ 
ducted jointly by the Auckland Branch of the Geographical Society 
and the Anthropology Section on "Maori and I’akeha in New 
Zealand today." At the August meeting of the Auckland Branch 
of the X.Z. Association of Scientific Workers, an address was 
given and discussion initiated on the Seventh Pacific Science Con¬ 
gress. A series of eight lectures was organized for the Sunday 
Afternoon Series held in the Museum Library. 

At the request of the Mayor of Otahuhu active co-operation 
was*accorded the local schools during the Otahuhu centenary cele¬ 
brations. Displays illustrating Maori ethnography were set up at 
the Primary School and Otahuhu College, while two talks on "The 
Maori History of Otahuhu" were offered at the College. Numer¬ 
ous specimens and lantern slides were loaned to outside groups. Girl 
Guides wishing to qualify for the Maori Badge were tested. The 
Boys’ Ethnological Club held a successful session of 22 meetings 
and members co-operated in the preparation of a special display at 
the Chee-eman Memorial Spring Flower Show. 

Participation in the preparations for the Seventh Pacific 
Science Congress included membership of the Auckland Com¬ 
mittee and the preparation of an article on Maori Life on the 
Auckland Isthmus for the Auckland handbook. 

During the Auckland session I acted as local organizer for the 
Anthropology Division and as liaison officer with trading firms in 
the arrangement of a display of New Zealand and Pacific books 
and photographs, also as guide for a field excursion to One Tree 
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11 ill and Mt. Wellington and an excursion along the Waitakere 
Scenic Drive. A paper on "Ethnobotanical suggestions on poten¬ 
tially useful plant products in the Cook Islands, Niue and Samoa,” 
was read at the Auckland meeting. Prior to and during the Con¬ 
gress a large number of visiting scientists called at the Museum to 
examine collections and to discuss mutual problems. Tentative 
arrangements were made for exchange of material with several 
overseas institutions. Extra Museum duties were also undertaken 
for some time before the Congress commenced. The Christchurch 
session of the Congress was also attended. 

While in Christchurch, particular attention was paid to the 
Macmillan Brown Collection at the Canterbury University College ; 
and in Wellington, two days were spent examining the Oldman 
Collection of Maori and Polynesian specimens. 

An increasing amount of time is absorbed interviewing people 
who require advice and information. Included among these are 
students from the Teachers’ Training Colleges and the University, 
seeking advice concerning theses in course of preparation. The 
collections in the department have grown so much over recent years 
that space for the research collections is now taxed to the utmost 
extent and more space is urgently required. During the University- 
vacation Miss A. j. Metge again acted as student assistant and 
performed her duties in a very able and comi>etent manner.

The principal work in the Pacific Hall has been a rearrange¬ 
ment of the Hawaiian collection, centring round the magnificent 
feather cloak which was acquired recently. A portion of the case 
was fitted with a specially designed door and automatic artificial 
lighting in order to exclude daylight, which would fade the brilliant 
scarlet and yellow feathers of the cloak. 

Work is also well advanced upon a new arrangement of the 
New Guinea material featuring dramatic masks and other colourful 
ceremonial objects. 

In the latter part of the year considerable time was devoted to 
hotel booking and accommodation arrangements for the Se venth 
Pacific Science Congress, and in attending sessions both in Auck¬ 
land and Christchurch. 


During the winter a course of eight lectures on Polynesian life 
was delivered at the W.E.A. in the absence of Mr. Fisher. Several 
other public lectures were given. 


OLWYN M. TURBOTT. 
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Botanist 

During the year over half of the exotic collection has been 
mounted and sorted into working order. With the addition of 
further material, the collection will he of great value in identifying 
cultivated plants and weeds. 

Accessions numbered 480 species, of which 164 came by 
exchange or gift and the balance from collecting at Auckland, 
Arthur's Pass. National Park and North Cape. The most import¬ 
ant gift was the fern collection of the 1938 Hawaiian Bog Survey 
party (Drs. Skottsberg and Selling, and Mrs. Watson Smith). 
Three collections of plants and two of timber specimens were sent 
overseas, two going to India, two to U.S.A. and one to Hungary. 
Eight requests for the loan of specimens were received, two from 
Australia.and six from New Zealand workers. 

One hundred and twenty requests for identification of plants 
came in by mail, and identifications have been supplied for the 
Education officers as required. 

In May. 1948, the Auckland City Council built a scree garden 
in the ornamental pots in the two open courts at the Museum. At 
present there are 62 species of native plants in the garden and 22 
have flowered. 

The 13th Annual Cheeseman Memorial Show of Native 
Flowers was opened by Mrs. V. J. Chapman on Saturday, 25th 
September, and continued until the following Wednesday. Visitors 
to the show numbered 5,000. including primary and secondary 
school classes, and stage 1 botany classes from Auckland University 
College. The adult section of the show was smaller than in past 
years, but included exhibits arranged or sent by the Auckland 
Botanical Society, the Forest and Bird Protection Society, the 
Titirangi Beautifying Society, the Wellington Botanical Society, 
the Levin Native Flora Club. Massey College. Canterbury College 
and Otago University. Fifty friends and societies contributed 
material for the show and 500 children took part. The children’s 
exhibits, which were most competently organised by Miss Lloyd, 
Education Officer, and Miss Hurrey, filled the Cheeseman and 
Geology Halls. The generous response to an appeal for funds 
made it possible to provide prizes for the children’s section, meet 
most of the expenses, and purchase some permanent fittings for 
future shows. 
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In September a leaflet on plant collecting was prepared for the 
educational pamphlet series, and in December another on hemlock 
was completed. Auckland University College has purchased copies 
of the former for stage Stage I botany students and the Education 
Board has taken 2,000 copies of the hemlock leaflet for schools in 
the district. 

A meeting of the Scenery Preservation Committee was held 
in November, and recommendations regarding exotic pines and 
animals on Rangitoto, the purchase of Le Roy’s Bush, Birkenhead, 
and the protection of outlying islands were made. 

Miss S. A. Rose has continued part-time work in the 
herbarium under the scheme for student assistants, and Miss J. 
Macky has been employed part-time since December rearranging 
botany displays. 


ROBERT COOPER. 


Ornithologist and Entomologist 

The incorporation of new specimens and maintenance of the 
collections have taken up much of the year, but it has been possible 
in the course of routine work to effect a marked improvement in 
the accessibility of the material in the department, Particular 
reference amongst a considerable list of additions might be made 
to a specimen of the Weddell seal, a rare visitor to New Zealand 
from Antarctic waters, which came ashore on Muriwai Beach in 
August. 

There have been requests for loan; or facilities to examine 
research material of a number of groups, including Orthoptera, 
Hemiptera, I sop t era, New Zealand lizards, birds and introduced 
mammals. In addition, research has been undertaken by Dr. J. T. 
Salmon and Mr. R. R. Forster upon part of the field collections 
from the Three Kings Islands, thirteen new insects and two new 
Opiliones being described in the "Records” this year. 

With the co-operation of officers of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture and Plant Diseases Division, nests and specimens of the 
rapidly-spreading European wasp have been obtained for display. 

In October the Museum field trip in the motor vessel "Alert" 
to the Three Kings Islands enabled a visit to be made to Great 
Island, the short period of four hours ashore being devoted to 
photographing the quadrats established in 1946. Notes on the 
birds observed have been published as an appendix to the paper 
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on the birds of the Three Kings. Additional work- for the Three 
Kings issue of the "Records” has been devoted to details of the 
map of the group. 

Sixteen lectures during the year include eight as part of a 
course on “Field Biology" given jointly with Miss R. de Berg and 
Mr. Powell. Subjects covered by the general lectures include con¬ 
servation, and New Zealand birds and insects. 

This year members of the Auckland Section of the Forest and 
Bird Protection Society again co-operated in preparing two attract¬ 
ive displays for the Cheeseman Flower Show, one on the economic 
value of birds and the other on garden refuges and sanctuaries, 
these exhibits being designed and set up by Mr. Robin A. Watson. 

Colour film was used in recording stages in the growth of a 
young pigeon on Mr. T. A. Bishop’s property at Titirangi. Major 
Buddie has made a colour film of sea birds off the Auckland coast 
as a joint project with the Auckland Zoological Society. 

A paper entitled “Distribution and Speciation in Land Birds 
on Offshore Islands, Northern New Zealand.” was contributed to 
the Zoology Division during the Seventh Pacific Science Congress. 
In preparation for the Congress an article was prepared for the 
Auckland handbook. Notes were compiled and special arrange¬ 
ments made for an intersessional tour, for overseas visitors- who 
were accompanied as host-guide; and week-end excursions were 
conducted in Auckland. The opportunity of participating in the 
sessions at Auckland and Christchurch and of meeting visiting 
colleagues has been thoroughly appreciated. 


E. G. TURBOTT. 


Geologist 

During the past year attention has been given to modifying the 
geology displays along the lines mentioned in last year’s report. An 
introductory panel showing the three chief kinds of rocks has been 
set up as part of a simplified introductory case to the Geology Hall. 
A complete case has been devoted to a display on the active vol¬ 
canoes of New Zealand, prepared with the assistance of Miss I. H. 
Pirie, and the work on a further case dealing with the natural 
history and uses of limestone is partly finished. A copy of the new 
geological map of New Zealand (presented by the Geological Sur¬ 
vey) has been mounted, together with earlier maps of Sir J. Hector 
and Prof. J. Park, to show the progress of the geological mapping 
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of New Zealand over 65 years. It is hoped to extend this display 
with further earlier maps of the country. 

A relief model map of Auckland Province, on a scale of 4 
miles to the inch, is in preparation, the first section, from North 
Cape to the Waikato, being about half finished. Relief models 
showing the evolution of topography, and land forms in general, 
would form a valuable addition to the displays and would illumine 
an aspect of geology of universal appeal that is so far untouched. 
The present cases, however, are not suited to the exhibition of such 
models, which will require to l>e placed in table cases. 

Two cases for circulation to schools have been prepared for the 
School Service and, finally, repairs and renewals to existing dis¬ 
plays have been carried out from time to time. 

A number of field trips have added valuable material to the 
collections. Nine days were occupied in a visit to the Three Kings 
Islands and the north-eastern coast of New Zealand made possible 
through the courtesy of Mr. A. Black, owner of the motor launch 
"Alert.” Sixteen days were spent at Rangiawhia Peninsula extend¬ 
ing the work initiated there last year. A brief but intensely inter¬ 
esting trip was made on Friday and Saturday, February 11-12, to 
Ngauruhoe, where the Museum party was the first to establish the 
existence of New Zealand’s first historic lava-flow, and to secure 
photographs of the flow in motion. During a further visit, in 
March, a plane-table survey of the flow and its surroundings was 
executed by Miss M. Hurrey and Mr. A. P. Mason, an undertaking 
made possible by the loan of survey equipment from the Lands and 
Survey Department and the Army Department, to whom grateful 
thanks are extended. 

These excursions have, as has been mentioned, enriched the 
collections with much valuable and interesting material, but the 
study and classification of the material is greatly hampered by our 
present lack of equipment; in particular, the much-needed petro¬ 
graphic microscope has not yet arrived from England. Professor 
Bartrum has again kindly permitted the use of instruments at the 
University College, but this equipment is generally very fully 
employed by the students. It is earnestly hoped that this difficulty 
will be overcome within a few months, so that a beginning can be 
made with the fulfilment of the essential purpose for which the 
rock collections, have been made. 

At the invitation of the Director of the N.Z. Geological Survey 
I attended the 4th annual conference of the Survey at Rotorua in 
May. Stimulating discussions were held and a valuable and much- 
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appreciated opportunity afforded to learn of the recent advances 
in research made by the department. 

Attendance at the Seventh Pacific Science Congress was, of 
course, one of the highlights of the year's activities. Not only were 
the proceedings of the Geology Section of the greatest interest and 
importance, but the symposia conducted jointly with other sections 
—particularly that of Oceanography—brought out the inter¬ 
relationships of these branches with sharp clarity, while personal 
contact with the leaders of thought in a number of fields was a 
source of inspiration. 

As a result of the unfortunate illness which prevented Pro¬ 
fessor Bartrum from resuming his duties at the beginning of the 
academic year T have been temporarily conducting the Stage 111 
course of geology at the University College since the opening of the 
College term. In view of its regrettable cause, it is to he hoped 
that the necessity for this activity will not long continue. Apart 
from this, four lectures have been given during the year. Enquiries 
on geological matters have been dealt with as usual, and are wel¬ 
comed for the interest they indicate in the subject in the community.

Despite the fact that the schools were closed for most of the 
first term, 1948, due to the epidemic and the reduction in the 
number of Training College students, the attendances increased 
to 29,0.31. 


The following material has been circulated among schools: 

77 permanent glass-fronted cases 

83 leatherlite boxes each containing a mounted bird 

11 boxes of loose material with notes and photographs 

19 displays for school museums 
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This material has been sent to 55 town schools and ,137 country 
schools, and there are 141 schools requesting material which cannot 
be supplied owing to the lack of prepared displays. The Education 
Department made a grant of £150 for materials and transport of 
displays. 

Four hundred and fifty new slides have been prepared and 100 
rebound, and 14 question sheets made to assist in class teaching. 

It is essential that a technical art assistant be appointed to the 
museum educational staff if the supply of prepared material is to 
keep pace with the demand for it from the schools. Natural his¬ 
tory material has been identified for teachers and children through¬ 
out the Auckland Province. 

Schedules of the Cheeseman Memorial Prize Competition were 
printed in the "Star” and “Herald" during the first term and sent 
to all schools in the Auckland Province when schools re-opened. 
There were 48 entries and the standard of work is steadily rising. 
Schedules for the Cheeseman Memorial Spring Show of Native 
Flowers were -ent to all schools in the Auckland Province, and 
great enthusiasm was shown, children and teachers coming from 
as far as Thames and Whangarei. There were 32 school entries 
in table exhibits and 457 individual entries. Schedules for the 1949 
Cheeseman Memorial Prize Competition were sent out in Decem¬ 
ber to all schools in the Auckland Province. ** 

Under the very able guidance of Miss M. L. Hurrey, Assist¬ 
ant Education Officer, a natural history club was formed when 
schools re-opened. The response of the children was so keen that 
72 children joined, thus necessitating the splitting of the club into 
three groups—junior, intermediate and senior—each of which met 
once a month on Saturday mornings. There have been 21 meetings 
altogether, one of which was a full day field excursion to the 
Waitakere Ranges for the senior club. 

Children’s film sessions were held on six mornings during the 
May holidays and during the August holidays. The number of 
children attending totalled 4,546. 

This year 50 Training College students have been posted to 
the Museum for teaching practice. The students are of great help 
in conducting the children round the displays. The graduation 
students of Training College and all first year students spent a 
morning at the Museum with the Education Officer, as also did all 
kindergarten directors and students. 

The Museum Educational Staff wishes to thank the staff of 
the Museum for their co-operation and very real assistance.

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Librarian 

During the year a record number of books and pamphlets have 
been added to the Library. Of the total number of 1615. over 
1.200 were purchased from the Edward Earle Vaile Trust Fund. 
110 from the Mackechnie Fund, and nearly 300 were received by 
donation. The most important purchase was that of the private 
library of Mr. Johannes C. Andersen consisting of works chiefly 
relating to New Zealand. Included in this collection are typescript 
copies of diaries and letters of some of the prominent figures of 
early New Zealand. The purchase of this valuable collection was 
made possible by the Edward Earle Vaile Trust Fund, from which 
also the Library has continued to acquire, through overseas firms, 
rare works on New Zealand and the Pacific. 

We have been fortunate in receiving a large number of dona¬ 
tions. Sir Cecil Whitney donated £10 for the purchase of books 
on birds, Miss E. M. Upton and Miss E. M. Stevenson have con¬ 
tinued to pay the subscriptions to three periodicals, and Mr. J. C. 
Entrican has donated his books on coins. It is not possible to 
mention individually all the donations we have received, but we 
are very grateful indeed to the above persons, and also to the fol¬ 
lowing for gifts of money, books or periodicals: Hon. T. Blood- 
worth, Dr. W. X. Abbott.

Increasing use is being made of the library. Nearly 3,000 
books were borrowed during the year, a 7% increase over last 
year’s figures, and a SO'/ increase over those of 1947. Requests* 
from other libraries through the interloan system numbered 129, 

114 of which were fulfilled ; 41 requests were made for books from 
other libraries for members. Postal borrowings by country mem¬ 
bers numbered 73. 

Exchanges are being maintained with institutions throughout 
the world. Requests for Bulletins and Records, with offers of 
publications in exchange, are continually being received, and much 
valuable material is being acquired in this way. 
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Cataloguing of the existing collection, as well as of new books, 
has continued. During the year. 1650 books were catalogued, thus 
completing the cataloguing of the main collection and a portion of 
the New Zealand collection. Much work has still to be done, and 
the increasing volume of current work will delay this; but for 
7,000 books of the library's stock, cards are in the catalogue under 
author and subject, each card giving the location number of the 
book. This should facilitate use of the library, and help to make 
its resources more accessible. 

Displays were arranged throughout the year. In August the 
Botanical Society held an afternoon at the Museum, and a special 
display of botanical works was arranged. Books loaned by the 
National Library Service were displayed at the Cheeseman Mem¬ 
orial Flower Show in September. In May the National Library 
Service sent on loan for some months over 200 American peri¬ 
odicals, and many of these were displayed. In connection with 
the Pacific Science Congress, a display case was set up illustrating 
the history of Pacific exploration. Smaller displays on different 
topics of interest were arranged at intervals throughout the year.
